— The Rules for p competitive exami- 
nation to be held bv the Union) Public Service Commission 
in 1973 for the purpose of flllinR vacancies in the following 
Services/posts are published for pencral information : — 

(i} Grade IV of the General Cadre (Assistants) of the 
Indian Foreign Service (B); 

(ii) Grade IV (Assistants) of the Railway Board 
Secretariat Service; 

(iii) Assistants’ Grade of the Central Secretariat Service; 

(Iv)Assistants’ Grade of the Armed Forces Headquarters 
Civil Service; and 


(v) Po<jts of Assistant in other departments and Attached 
Offices of the Government of India not participating 
in the l.F,S. (B) /Railway Board Secretariat Service/ 
Central Secretariat Service/Armed Forces Head- 
quarters Civil Service. 

A candidate mav compete in respect of any one or more 
of the Services /posts mentioned above, He may specify in 
his application as many of these Serviccs/posls as he may 
wish to he considered. 

N,B . — Candidates are required to specify clearly the order 
of preferences for the Services/posts for which they wish to 
be considered.

9. A candidate must be in good mental and bodily health 
and free from any physical defect likely to interfere with the 
efficient discharge of his duties as an officer of the Service. 
A candidate, who after such medical examination, as may be 
prescribed by the competent authority, is found not to satisfy 
these requirements, will not be appointed. Only such candi- 
dates as are likely to be considered for appointment will be 
medically examined. 
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10. Success in the examination confers no right to appoint- 
me it, unless Government are satisfied, after such enquiry as 
mav be considered necessary that the candidate is suitable 
in all respects for appointment to the Service/post. 

11. The decision of the Commission as to the eligibility 
or otherwise of candidate for admission to the examination 
shall be final. 

12. No candidate will be admitted to the examination 
unless he holds a certificate of admission from the Commis- 
sion. 

13. Candidates must pay the fee prescribed in Annexure I 
to die Commission’s Notice. 

14. Any attempt on the part of a candidate to obtain sup- 
port foi his candidature by any means may disqualify him 
for admission. 

15. A candidate who is or has been declared by the Com- 
mission guilty of impersonation or of submitting fabricated 
documents or documents which have been tampered with or 
of making statements which are incorrect or false or sup- 
pressing material information or otherwise resorting to any 
other irregular or improper means for obtaining admission to 
the examination or of using or attempting to use unfair means 
in the examination hall or of misbehaviour in the examina- 
tion hall, may in addition to rendering himself liable to 
criminal prosecution. — 

(a) be debarred peimanently or for a specified period: 

(i) by the Commission, from admission to any 
examination or appearance at any interview 
held by the Commission for selection of candi-

(b) be liable to disciplinary action under the appropriate 
rules, if he is already in service under Government. 

16. Reservation shall be made for candidates belonging 
to the Scheduled Castes and ihe Scheduled Tribe* in respect 
of vacancies as may be fixed by the Government.

Bombay Reorganisation Act. 1960 and the Punjab Reorgani- 
sation Act, 1966; the Constitution (Jammu and Kashmir) 
Scheduled Castes Order, 1956, the Constitution (Andaman 
and Nicobar Islands) Scheduled Tribes Order, 1959, the 
Constitution (Dadra and Nagar Haveli) Scheduled Castes

17. After the examination, the candidates will be arranged 
by the Commission in the order of merit as disclosed by the 
aggregate marks finally awarded to each candidate; and in 
that order so many candidates as are found by the Commis- 
sion to be qualified by the examination shall be recommended 
for appointment up to the number of unreserved vacancies 
decided to be filled on the results of the examination : 

Provided that candidates belonging to the Scheduled Castes 
or the Scheduled Tribes may, to the extent the number of 
vacancies reserved for +he Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled 
Tribes cannot be filled on the basis of the general standard, 
be recommended by the Commission by a relaxed standard 
to make up the deficiency in the reserved quota, subject to 
the fitness of these candidates for appointment to the Ser- 
vices/posts. irrespective of their ranks in the order of merit 
at the examination. 

18. The form and manner of communication of the result 
of the examination to individual candidates shall be decided 
by the Commission in their discretion, and the Commission 
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will not enter into correspondence wi ! h them regarding the 
result. 

19. Due consideration will be given, at the tim e of making 
appointments on the results of the examination, to the prefer- 
ences expressed by a candidate for various Services/posts, 
(cf. col. 25 of the application form). 

20. Appointments will be made on probation for a period 
of two years. The period of probation may be extended, if 
considered necessary. 

21. Candidates will be required to pass a test in type- 
writing at a minimum speed of 30 words per minute in 
English or 25 words per minute in Hindi within a period of 
two years from the date of appointment to the Assistants’ 
Grade. In the event of their failure to pass the test within 
the prescribed periods they shall not be entitled to draw any 
further increments in the Assistants' Guide until thev pass such 
test or are exempted from this requirement under a special or 
general order and on passing or being exemnted from the test, 
their pay shall be refixed as if their increments had not been 
withheld, but no arrears of pay shall be allowed for the period 
the increments had been withheld.

Secretariat Service. Indian Foreign Service (B), the Railway 
Boa*d Secretariat Service, and the Armed Forces Headquarters

Ratio and proportion, jrercentage, average, graphical 
representation of data, reading of linear graphs and 
tabulation of data. 

The questions will be designed to test intelligence, accu- 
racy and rapidity in working. 

(4) General Knowledge including Gcogrophy of India ; 

Knowledge of current events and of such matters of 
every day obse r vation and experience in their scien- 
tific aspects as may be expected of an educated 
person who has not made a special '.study of any 
scientific subjects. The paper will include questions 
on geography of India The paper may also include 
questions on History of India of a nature which 
eandidats should be able to answer without special 
study.
